that our Sins are iven us. For the firſt Man 
that was made, the Man that was born, he 
finned. Death, which is the Puniſhment of Si», 
ſeizeth upon all, therefore all are Sinners. And 
if we were not all Captives -and Sinners, we 
ſhould need no Redemption at fo high a rate, as 
through his Blood; which Blood, tho it waſh and 
purge us, yet it doth not take away the ſtain 
and infetion of Sin, but only the Guilt thereof: 
It maketh us not to fulfil all the Law ; but cauſeth 
that which is not done, to be pardoned. *' When 
thou haſt done all that thou canſt,” nay, all that 
- thou wouldeſt, nay,, all that Men can or will fay 
Thou art an Servant, and haſt n 
to be waſhed with his Blood. 


4. Blood is taken for the Efluſion of his Bleed, and 
it is by a Syechdoche , implying the Sacrifice 
and jon of his Body; and beſides all this, all 
the Sufferings which he endured: in-his aboad upon 
Earth, which Expiation was finiſhed upon the Croſs, 
when he ſaid, Conſumatum eff, This Sacrifice was paid 


unro 
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unto God: For He it was, whom we offended; ' and He 
it was, who had the:Power to condemn us; there- 
fore his Juſtice was to be ſatisfied. But he paid 
nothing ( as was ſaid before ) to the Prince of Dark- 
eſs, who held us Captive; but only broke his Power, 
and triumphed over his Kingdom with a migh and 
ſtreached-our Arm. As ſoon as we were abfolved, and 
reconciled to Ged, the Tyrant was compelled ( bein 

but the Faylor ) to reſtore us. God's Juſtice could 
not be fatisfied without the Effuſion of this Blood : 
For Debts which do not wrong the Majeſty of the 
Owner, may be remitted without any Recompence 
or Satisfaction ; but thoſe Debrs which do detract 
from the Dignity of the Creditor” ( as Sins are - 
nant to the Majeſty of God ) cannot be releaſed Wet 
out a Mediator. Now, as Adam makes us Sinners in 
his Seed, fo Chrif? juſtifieth us in his Blozd. The x 
raclites were inſtructed of Neceſlity to ſeek a Medis 
ator by the Prieſts Office; for they could not come 
to offer their Prayers, Yows, or Gifts, but by the 
Mediation of the Prief, for whom it was unlawful 
to enter into the 7; _— empty Hands; but-he 
mult needs offer up Blood, or other Sacrifice ; all which 
Sacriffces were ended in Chriff, whom they did pre*” 
figure, being Types and Shaddows of the true Bod). 
It is not poſlible, that the Sacrificers ſhould rhink their 
Salvation might be wrought by the Blood of Sheep, 
or Goats a Lamb, ſent from God, to

of Man's Salvation: Our own Works are 
D rather 
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rather the Fruits, than Cauſes of Redemption : For 
Men are not therefore the Sons of God, becauſe they 
do good Works; but they have the Grace of God fru- 
ifying to good Works, becauſe they are the Sons 
of God, As a Princeſs inveſted with Kingly Orna- 
ments, and thereby diſtinguiſhed from Vulgar 
Women, is not therefore the King's Spouſe, becauſe 
ſhe is adorned with gorgeous Apparel ; but fhe is 
cloathed with ſoft Raiment, becauſe ſhe is the King's 
Spouſe. We exclude good Works from Meriting, 
not from Being. Our own Merits and Satisfactory 
Actions are excluded from free Remiſſron of Sins : For he 
is ſaid to remit, who expungeth the Debtors Name 
without any Payment: And this is God's own Teſti- 
mony, that of meer Favour, he remits our Offences. 
Fatah 43. Ver. 25. 1, even I am he, that putteth out 
thine Iniquity for mine own Sake, and will not remember 
thy Sins. And let-every Man's- Conſcience be at 
Peace with God, when he is perſwaded of that. We 
read,  1/aiah 93. 6. 41 we, like Sheep, have gone aſtray ; 
we have turned every one to his own "2, as the Lord 
hath laid upon him the Iniquity of us all, What Peace
